Preparations for collection of the in­ 
come tax in Oklahoma under the new 
state law have been completed by E. 
B. Howard, state auditor. The tax is 
due March I, next, for 
the 
current 
calendar year. Blanks are now ready 
to be sent out by the State Auditor 
to all persons liable for this income 
tax and he is calling attention of all 
persons who are liable to the tax that 
they must report it not later than 
March I in order that it may not be­ 
come a lien upon all their property. 
Mr. Howard will send blanks to all 
persons whom he knows to be sub­ 
ject to the income tax. Others who 
are liable for this tax should write 
to the State Auditor for the neces­ 
sary blanks, as he is 
intending 
to 
make a very careful investigation 
into tile subject and expects that none 
will be able to escape the payment 
who are liable to it. 
The income tax of Oklahoma is 
graduated, being on incomes in ex­ 
cess of $3,000 for single persons, a 
little more exemption for married 
persons, and still more for families 
with children. The tax is graduated, 
being light on the first $5,000, more 
per cent o nthe second and still high­ 
er on the incomes of greater value.
